I. Itisclear, that the Kings power is notabſolute, as Kings and flattering Courte-urs appre- 
bend, a lings power is a limited power, by this Covenant. And there is a three: ſold limitation 
of the Kings power. | 

1. In regard of ſubordination. There is apower above his, even Gods power, whom heis ob» 
liedgedtS obey ; androwhom he muſt give an aceompt ot his adminiſtration, Ye heard ye- 


ſterday, that Text, Iy me Kings reign, Prov. 8. 15. Kings have not onely their Crowns fiom God, 


bur they muſtreign according to his will, which is clear f. om Rom. 13. 4. He is called, the Mi- 
titer of God: He is but Gods ſervant, I need not ftay upon this; Kings and «ll others will ac- 
knowldg this imitation. ' | 

1. In regard of Laws, a King is ſworn at his Coron ation, to rule ze ording to the ſtanding, 
received Lat of the Kingdom. The Las he isſworn to, limite him thathe cannot do againſt 
them, without a finfal breach ot this Cove n nt, between the K ing, and the poople 
3. Invregard of Government. The total Goveinment, is not upon a King. He hath counſel- 
loum, a Parliamect, ox Eſtates in the Land, who ſhare in the burthen ot Government, No 
King mould have theſole Government. It was never tie mind of theſe, who received a Ning io 
rule them, to lay all Government upon him, to do what he pleaſer? , without controlement. 
There is no mon able alone to govern all. The Kingdome ſhould not lay that upon one man, ho 
— erly miſcatry, The Eflares of the Land, are bound in this Contract, to beat a burthen v ith 


Theſe men who have fla tered Kings, totake unto — an abſ. lure power, to do what 
they pleafeꝭ havewronged Kings, and Kingdoms, It had been gr od that kings of late, had car- 
ritdthemfetvesſo, as chu que ſſion of Kings power, might never have come in debate; for they 
have been great loſets thereby, Kings are very defirous to have things ſpoten and u ritten, to hold 


. nptheir tary and unlimitred powet ; bur that way doth erccedingly wrong them, There 1s 


one, alcarned man, leonfeſs, ho hathwrirten a book, forthe maintenance of the abſolute power 
of Kings, called Deſerſo Regia, whereby he hath wronged himſelfin his reputation , and the 
King in his Goyernment, As for che fact in taking away the Life of the late Kjng (what everwas 
Gods Tuftice in it) I doagreewithhim cocondemne it, as a moſt unjuſt and'hocrid fact, upon 
their part ho did it: Burwhenhe commeth toſpeak of the power of Kings in giving unto them 

hreand illimited power, utgiag the damnable Maximr, vo libet licer, He will have 2 
to do what be pleaferhimpure,and without controlementr, In this I cannot bur diſſeat from 


In regard of Subortiinarion, ſome ſay; That a King is comptable to none but God Do what 
he will, let God tate order with it; this jeadeth Rings to i tbeiſme. le chem de what they pleaſe 
and take God intheirown hand: In regaidof Laws, they teach nothing to Kings, bur Tyranm: 
And in tegard of goveramenr,they teach 4 Ning to rake atv Arbitrary power to bimſch to do what 
he without eontroletm en:. How dange: our this hathbeento Kings, is clear by ſꝛd expeti- 
ence, Abuſcof Power, and Arbitrary Government, hath been one of Gods Great Controver-

[ delire nat to ſpeak much ol this ſutje&. yen have been very tender in medling with the pꝰw/er 
of kings; yet ſeeing theſe dayes have bro ght forth debates concerning the power of kings, ir 
vi lbe neec ſſary to be clear in the maiter. Extremities would be ſnunaed · A king ſhould keep 
within the bouncs of the Covenant made wi h the people, in the exerciſe of his poter: And 


Subjects ſnou ld keep within the bounds of this covenant, in reguliting chat power: concerning - 


tt: e laſt, I ſhall propound cheſe three, to your conſid ration 
1. Aking abuſing t is power, do the overthrow of Religion, Laws and Liberties, which are 
the very Fendament als of this coatract and covenant : may be contr: led and oppoſed i and if 
te ſer himſelf to overthrow all cheſe by armes, then they who have power, asthe Eſtates of a 
Land, may andoughttorebiſt by armes : Becauſe he doth , by that oppoſition, break the very 
bor ds, and overthrow: th all the cfſentialsof this contract and covenant. This may ſerve to juſtific 
the proceedings of this kingdome againſt the late king : who in an Hoſtil: way ſer himſelf to 
everthrow Religion, Parliaments, Laws and Liberties. x 

2. Every breach of covenont, wherein a king fallech, after he hath entered in covenant, doth 
not diſſolue the bond of the covenant, Neither ſhould ſubj ect lay aſide a king, for every breach, 
except the breaches be ſuch as oycrchro» the fundamentals of the covenant with the people. 
Many examples. of this may be brought from Scripture. I ſhallgive but one. King Aſa entered 
ſolemaly incovenant with God and his people, 2 Cho. ig. After chat, hefallech in groſſe tram 
greſſions and breaches, 2 cron. 16. He aTociares himſelf and entered in League with Benbadad, 
king of Syria an I dalatur he impriſaned Hanami, the LORDS Prophet, who reproved him, 
and threatned judgmeatgainſt tha: aſſociation: and at the ſame time he oppreſſed ſome of 
the people: and yet, for allthis, they neither lay afide, nor count him an hypocrite. 

3+ Private perſons, ſhould be very circumſpeR, about that which they do in relation to the au» 
thocity of kings. It is very dangerous, for private men tomedele with the power of kings, and 
the ſuſpending of them from the exerciſethereof, I do ingeniouſly confeſs, chat I no Cxe 
ample of ic. The Prophets taught not ſuch doctrine to tacir people, nor the Apoſtles, nar the 
Reformed kirks. Havcever private men, Paſtours or Profeſſours, given into the kſtares of a 
Land as their judgment, unto which they reſolve to adhere, That a King ſhould be ſuſpended 


from the exerciſeof his power? And if we lock upon thoſe godly Paſtours, who lived in King 
imes! 


Tames his time, of whom one may truly ſay, more faithful men lived not in theſe Jaſtt 

For they ſpared not to tell the king his faults to bisface : Yea, ſome of them ſuffered perſecution 
for their honeſty andfreedome; Yerwe never read, nor have heard , that any of thoſe godly Pa · 
fours joy ned with other private men, didever remonſtrate to Parliament, or Eftate as their 
judgement, chat the King ſhould be ſuſpended fromthe exerciſe of his Royal power. 

It. Itis clear from chis Covenant; thatpeople ſhould obey their King in the Lord : For 2s 
the king is bound by Covenant, to make uſe of his power, to their good, So are they bound to 
obey him inthe Lord. in the exerciſe of that power. About che peoples duty to the king , take 

four Obſcrvations. 
- I. Thartheobedience of the people, is in ubordin ation to God; For the Covenant is firſt 
vnd God, and then wich the kirg, If a king command any thing contrary to the will of God, 
in thia cale Pater ſaith, It is better to obey God then man. There is a line drawn from God to the 
people, they are loweſt in the line , and have Maglſtrates ipferiour , and ſupream above 
them, and God above all. When the k ing cemmanderhthepeople that which is lawfull, and 
cominandedby God, then he ſhould be obeyed, Becauſe he ſtaaderh in the right line under 


God 
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God who hath put him in his place, Bur if he command that which is nalawful, and farbidden 
of God, inthat.he ſhall nat be obeyed to do ir; becauſe he is out of his line. That a king is tobe 
cbeycd with this ſubordination, is evideni from Scuipture z Take one place for all, Rem. 13. at the 
beginning, je have both obedience urged io ſupeticr Powers, as the Ordicarce of God, and 
damnation thieatned: gainſt thoſe who refill the law ſul Powers. | 

It is faid by ſeme, that many Miviſters in Scotland will not have king Jeſus, but king Charls to 
re gu. Faithfulmen are wronged by ſuch ſpecches I do not underſtand theſe men. For if they 
tbink that a k ing and Zeſwarc inconſiſtent; then they will have no kiag. Hut I ſhall be far frum 
entertaining ſuch iheughis of them, It they think the doing a neceſſaty duty for king C herli. in 
to prefer his Inter ſi to C hriſis, this alſo is an error. Honeſt Mini- ers can very well diſcetn be- 


teen. the Inteteſt of Chriſt and of che king. I know no Miniſter that ſette . h up king Clarks, x ich 


prejudiceto Chi iſts & tereſt. 

There are three ſorts of perſons, who are not to be allowed in relation to th: kings inte eſt. 
1. Such as have not been content to oppoſe a kiog in an evil courſe (as they might lavtul y do ) 
But contrary to Covenant, /ows, many Declarations have c-ſt off kings, and kingly government. 
Theſe ate the Sefaries. 2. They who are ſoraken up witha king, as they prefer a kirgs intereſt 
to Chriſis intereſt; which was the fin of our Engagers, 3. They whowill have no duty donc to a 
king, forfear of prejudging Chriffs intereſt. Theſe are iohe allowed who urge duty to a king in 
ſubordinatioaco Chriſt. =, 

I hall dcfitethatmen be real, when they make mentionof Ctr fts inter. t ; For theſe three 
mentioned, profeſsand pretend the intereſt of Chriſl. The Seddari s cover their deſtroying of 
kings with Chrifsimeret z whercuntoindecd they have had no teſpe ct, being enemies to ha 
ki: gdem, and experience hath made it undeniable, The Exgazers alledged they were for Chrifls 
inggreſt, but they n iſplaced it: Chriſts inte eſt ſhould have gone before, hut hey drew it aſtet the 
intereſl of a king ; whick evidenced their want of due reſpect to Chriſia intereſt. As for the thiid, 
who delay duty for feat of preferring the kings intei eſts ro Chriſt, I ſhall not take upen me to 
judge their intentions, I with they have charity to thoſe whothiak they may do duty to akin 
in ſubordination to Chriſt, yea that hey ought and ſhould do duty, whatever mens fear be of che 
* ſuſpending of the king from th iſe of h 

If robe agai e ſuſpending of the king from the c xecciſe of his power, and to be forthe 
crowning of the x ng according Sthepublc. Faith of the kingdoms, he fictt performirg all thar 
kirk and State required of him, in relation to Religion and civil Liberties. If this be, 1 ſav 
to prefera KING to CHRIST, letallmenthatate unby aſſed be judges in the caſe; We 
A crown a king in ſubordination to God, and bis inteteſt in ſubordina- 
tion to Chriſſa, which we judge, not onely agreeable to the Word of God, but alſo that we 
ate bound cxprefly in the covenant, to maint iin the king, in the preſervation ard defence of 
the true Religion and Libertics of the Kingdom, and not to diminiſh Lis ju power and 
Nady, Thar the Covenant berween God and the king, and the people, goeih before the 
Covenant berween the king and the peoples which ſhowerh that a peoples catring covenant 
with God, doth. not leſſen their obedience and allegiance to the king, but increaſeth it, aud 
makeththe e firmer, becauſe we are in — God, we ſhould the more obey 
a coveranted king. It is a great error to think that. a nant diminiſherh obedience, it was 
ever thought cumulative, And indeed true Rel gion layech ſtrict ties upon men, in doing of 
their duty, Rom. 13. J. „le muſt needs be ſub ect not one) for mralb, but alſo for conſc ence [ake 
A wave 2. to obey ial aid upon all. Maay Subjects cbey for wrath, but the godly ob: for ade 
ſcience lake. , 

Thirdly, That a bing corenanted with Cod ſhould be much reſpected by his Subjects. Th ty 
ſhould love him; There is an imbred affection — he hearts of the people to heir king. In cho 
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Iz.. veil. itis ſaid, That The people c their bands for joy, and ſaid, Gad fave the King, They 
had no ſooner ſeen theirnative King inſtalled in bis kingdom, bur they rejoyced exceedingly, 
and ſaluted him wich wiſhes of ſafety. What erer be mens affeRions , or reſpects, this day to 
our king, certainly tis a duty Ij ing on us, both to pray for and rejoyce in his ſafety, The 
very end that GOD hath ia giving us kings mak ech this clear, 1 Tim,2, t, 2. That we may 
live under them in godlineſs and honey: and therefore Prayers and Supplications are to be made 
for all kings, even for thoſe that are not in covenant, much more for thoſe that are in cove- 
nant. You are receiving chis day aCrowned Covenanted King, pray for Saving - grace to him, 
and that G OD would deliver him and us out of the hand of fheſt cruel enemies, and bleſs 
his Government, and cauſe us to live a quiet and peaceable life under him, in all godlinefs and 


honeſty . 


4. That as the king is ſolemnly ſworn to maintain the Rights of the Subjects againſt Ene- 
mies, and is bound to hazard his Life and all that he hath for their Defence: ſo the People ale 
alſobeund to maintain his Perſon and Authority, and to haxard life and all that they have, in 
deſeading him. 

I ſhall not take the queſtion in iu full latitude, taking in what a people are bound to, in pur- 
ſuing of a kings right in another Natien, whica is not our preſent Queſtion, Our Queſtien is, 
What a people ſhould do; when a ł ingdom is unjuſtly invaded by a foraign enemy, which feeks 
the oveithrom of Religion, king, and kingdom? Surcly, if men be tied to any duty to a king 
and kingdom, they are tied in this caſe. Ihare two ſortsof men to meet with here, who are 
deficient in doing this covenanteddaty, 1. Thoſe whodo not aR againſt rhe Enemy. x. Thoſe 
whodoa&for the Enemy. 

1. The £1 I meer with, arcthey who act not, but lye by, to behold hat will become of 
all, Three ſortsof men act not for the defenceof an invaded kingdom, 1. Thoſe whownhdrity 
themſelves from publick Counſels, as from Parliament or Committee of Eſtates. This with- 
drawing, is not to act. 2. Thaſe act not, whoupon an apprehenſion of che deſperate ftate of 
things do think that all is n ſuch a condition, by the prevailing of the Enemy, that there is no 
remedy: And therefore that it is beſt , to ſit ill and ſee how thiogs go. 3. They who do not 
act, upon ſeruple of conſcience, I ſhall ever reſpect tenderneſß of conſcience; and wiſh there 
be no more bur tenderneſs, If chere be no more, men will ſtrive to have their conſciences well 
informed. 

They may be ſuppoſed to ſeruple upon one of theſe grounds: 1. To act in ſuch a cauſe, forthe 
kings intereſt; Surely I aw, this a doubt before, bur all ſeemed to agree to act for the kin 
intereſt in ſubordination to Chriſt, and this day there is no more ſotrght, We own 
kings intereſt, onely in a ſubordination to Chriſt 2 Or, · To joyn te him with ſuch inffru- 
ments as are Enemies tothe Work of GO D. Our anſwer to the Eſtates Quzre Reſolver, that” 
ſuch ſhould not be intruſted: But we da not count theſe Enemies, whoprofeſs repentance, and 
declare themſelves ſolemnly to be for the Cauſe, and the Covenant; and do evidence ir 
their willingaeſs to fight for them. If ic beſaid their repentance is but counterfeit, We are 
bound to think otherwiſe ia charity, till che contrary be ſeen, No man can judge of che rea- 
tity of hearts; for wehave now found by experience, that men, who have been'accoumed above 
All exception, have betrayed their It any who have not yet repented of their former 
courſe, ſhould be intruſted, we h ſorry for it 3 and plainly ſay, That it ought not to 


be. 
But I think there muſt be more in this, that men ſay, they cannot act: For myſelf, I love not 
chat word in our caſe. It iatoo frequent, He can not ad, and He can not at. I fear there be three 
ſort of perſons lurkizg under this cover. 1. Such as are Px ſillaninous, who have no coutage to act 
2gainſtthe Enemy» The word is true of hem. They cannot a, becauſe they dare not act. 1. Such 
a8 ate felfiſh men, — their idol Credit. He hach been a mon of honor, and now he fearcth 
bere vill be n credit to ght ag :inſt this prevailing Enemy : thereſore he cannot at᷑ and ſayc his 
credit. 
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credit. Be ho thou wi'r that hath this before thee, God ſhall blaſt thy reputation. Thou ſhalt 
neicherhave honor nor credit, to do a right turn in Gods cauſe, 3. Such as axe C „ho 
cannot ac; becaule they have a purpoſe to comply. There are that cannot act in , bur 
they can betray an Army by not acting. Thete are that cannot act for ſafety of a Kingdom, but 
they do betray it by not acti-g. In à word, there are thoſe who cannot joyn to act with thoſe 
whom they account Malignanti (I ſpeak not of declared and known Malignants ) but they can 
joyn with Seflaries, open and declared enemies to Kirk and Kingdom. Iwiſh Subjects who are bound 
to fight for the kingdom, would lay by that phraſe of Not alling which is ſo frequent in the mouth 
of Comphers, and offenſive to them who would approve themſelves in doing duty for endangered 
religion, king and kingdom, 
That men may be mereclear to act, l ſhall offer to your conſideration, ſome paſſages of Scripture 
abovt thoſe who do not act againſt a common enemy. , | 

1. Judges 5: There are many reproved for lying ſlill, while an enemy had invaded the Land: as 
Reuben with his diviſions, Gilead, Daz and 4ſber ſceking themſelves, all arereproved for not joyn- 
ing w ich the people of God, whowere willing to jeopard their lives againſt a mighty oppreſſing ene- 
my. But there is one paſſage concerning Merox, ver/.23. which fitterh our purpoſe, The Angel of 
the Lord ſaid, Curſe ye Merex, , Curſe ye bitterly th? inbabitants thereof ; they came not tothe help of the 
Lord, tothe help of the Lord aganift the Mighty. What this Meroz was is not clear; Yer all inter- 
pretersagree, that they had opportunity and power to have joyned with, and helped the people 
of God, and it is ptobable they were near the place ofthe fight, They are curſed for not coming 
to the help of the Lords people. This may be applied to theſe in the land, who will not help the 
Lord againſt the Mighty.

3. Achird paſſage is in Samuel 23, Verſe 26. Saul hath David incloſed that he can hardly 
eſcape, In that very inflage there cometh a Meſſenger to Saul ſaying, Verſe 27, Haſle thee, 
and come for the Pbiliſtines have invadid the land. At che hearing of this meſſage, verſ.28, San 
returned from purſuing after David, and went againſi the Philiflines.

3. Thethirdobjection v eigheth much with mai che Malignants being imployed to fight for 
their Country, may get ſuch power intheic hand, as may hurt the Cauſe.
